Munich. Feh. 22.—Disbandment of 
the Bavarian Home Guards must de¬ 
pend upon the conclusion of an 
agreement between the Berlin Gov¬ 
ernment and the Entente relative 
to the actual amount of reparations 
Germany must pay and the manner 
of payment. Thin was declared to 
be Bavaria’s real po$itibn on the 
disarmament problem by prominent 
officials here to-day. 

It Is held that if the London con¬ 
ference falls to reach a Unano.ial 
agreement and if French or other 
Entente forces should occupy addi¬ 
tional German territory, Bavaria 
would have greater need than ever 
for a Home Guard to preserve order 
and prevent radical elements from 
overturning the Government.

Mayor Orders “Clean Up ” 
of Chinatown; a “Smoke 
Screen; 99 North Asserts 


Washington, Feb. 22.—The American Government has com¬ 
municated directly to the League of Nations Council its view with 
regard to mandates as set forth in the note sent by Secretary Colby 
to the British Government last November, it was announced to-day 
at the State Department. 

Acting on an official intimation that since the Council already 
had taken action on the question of mandates, the opinions ex¬ 
pressed in Mr. Colby’s note to Lord Curzon, the British Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, should be conveyed to the Council, 
a communication that was described as practically a duplicate of 
that note was dispatched to Paris last night. 

While no reply has been received 
from Great Britain, it was unofficially 
stated that the British Government 
was preparing an answer that would 
go far towards satisfying the Ameri¬ 
can contentions that equal oppor¬ 
tunities must be provided for the 
citizens of all countries in all man¬ 
date territories. It has been sug¬ 
gested that Sir Auckland Geddes, 
who returned to the United States 
yesterday after consultations with 
the Foreign Office in London, had 
been empowered to convey the ideas 
of his Government on the subject. 

In his note to Lord Curzon, Sec¬ 
retary Colby said the United States 
did not propose to be excluded from 
participation in the rights and 
privileges secured under mandates 
provided in the treaties of peace and 
it expected to be heard in regard to 
the terms of those mandates before 
they were put into force. 

Observations. 

Paris, Feb. 22.—The American State 
Department has sent a note to the 
League of Nations on the subject of 
mandates. It was learned here to¬ 
day. 

The American Embassy in Paris 
has notified Dr. Da Cunha, President 
of the League Council to the effect 
that the State Department under¬ 
stands the terms of the mandates for 
former enemy colonies were to be 
approved at this meeting of the 
Council, and adding that the United 
States had observations to make on i 
this subject which were considered 
of the utmost importance. The State 
Department asks the Council not to 
take final action until a note, which 
is being drafted, should reach Paris. 

This is the first note tho United 
States has sent directly to the 
League of Nations. 

It is believed in League of Nations 
circles that it concerns either the 
Island of Yap, the Pacific cable 
station whose status is in dispute, 
or the Franco-Brltish Mesopotamian 
oil agreements. 

The note from Washington reached 
the American Embassy during the 
afternoon. The experts Immediately 
set at work decoding It. 


Vancouver, Feb. 22.—(Canadian Press)—A convention of the 
United Farmers of British Columbia, which is expected to reach 
decisions en many important questions before adjournment on 
Friday, opened here this morning. The time of the first session 
was largely taken up by a formal address of welcome delivered on 
behalf of the Mayoi^ by Alderman J. J. McRae, who commended 
the delegates for organizing.

A compete “clean-up” of gambling and vie e iu Chinatown has 
been ordered, and the Police Department is carrying it^)ut, Mayor 
Porter, chairman of the Civic Police Commission, announced this 
morning. 

Almost simultaneously with the Mayor’s announcemeut, Joseph 
North, candidate for election to the Police Commission, issued a 
statement in which he declared thafc the “clean-up” of Chinatown 
was simply a “smoke screen” created to cloud the issues of the 
forthcoming Police Commission election. ^ 

Having received Information some 
two weeks ago that gambling wus I 
flourishing in Chinatown, the Mayor 
.stated, he had called a conference of 
police heads and, as he was the only 
member of the Police Commission, 
ordered immediate action to end these 
conditions. 

To Check Gambling. 

”1 had heard reports that gambling 
had started up again and I acted Im¬ 
mediately to see that it was stopped." 
the Mayor stated to-day. While it 
is a matter of the utmost difficulty to 
get evidence of gambling and prova 
cases, the police acting on my instruc¬ 
tions have taken vigorous measures 
w’ith satisfying results. I believe. We 
have gone right after the gambling 
joints and other places, too. in an ef¬ 
fort to clean up Chinatown complete¬ 
ly.” 

The Mayor’s statement is borne out 
by the observations of people who 
have had occasion to visit Chinatown 
of late. These persons state that 
gambling of all kinds has ceased and 
that lotteries have closed down. When 
certain Chinese have been asked for| 
this sudden change in conditions, it is 
said, they have replied, ’Too muchee 1 
Joe North."

AID SCIENTISTS 


Sevres Pact Endorsed at the 
League Counsil Meeting 

London, Feb. 22. 


Differences Affect Employees 
at Three Power Stations 


. .. During the ex¬ 
change of views' between the Greek 
delegates and the Council of the 
League of Nations yesterday, Pre¬ 
mier Kalogeroppoulos said that the 
Greeks were satisfied with the 
Treaty of Sevres. They had carried 
out the task of pacifying the Smyrna 
area entrusted to them by the Allies; 
the morale of the Greek army was 
high, and the Greek people were unit¬ 
ed in their efforts to retain what the 
treaty gave them. 

Greece required no military as¬ 
sistance from tho Allies, but wanted 
withdrawal of the embargo against 
raising funds abroad. 

Generals Spoke. 

After General Surryannis had gone 
into the military situation in Asia 
Minor and had answered questions, 
General Gouraud. French High Com¬ 
missioner in Syria and commander 
of the French army in the East, 
spoke. He advised the conference on 
the military situation in Cilicia and 
Asia Minor. The British adviser, 
General Swaithes, also participated 
Jil the discussion, while the Japanese 
delegatee wefc Interested listeners. 


Stockholm, Feb. 22.—professors 
Peterson and Strembexg, of 
Gothenberg and Stockholm Uni¬ 
versities. respectively, are said to 
have perfected an invention called 
"The Microscale," capable of reg¬ 
istering weights as low as onc- 
threc-millionth of a milligram.

Electrical workers employed by the i 
( British Columbia Electric Railway 
Company In Victoria and Vancouver 
went on strike at 8 o'clock this morn¬ 
ing. Fifty or sixty men at Jordan 
River. Goldstroam and the sub-sta¬ 
tion at Rock Bay are affected here. 
Tho Brentwood auxiliary plant is 
steam operated and is not affected. 

The company does not anticipate 
any trouble with respect to the sup¬ 
ply of light and power. The men 
have ceased work because the com¬ 
pany refused to accept the award of 
the conciliation board and tendering 
an alternative offer. The present 
situation is the outcome of negotia¬ 
tions which have been carried on in 
Vancouver for some time, and it was 
understood last week that the men 
would go out to-day If the award was 
not recognized by the company. 

The company bases its dissatisfac¬ 
tion on the ground that there should 
bo a graded scale of pay In accord¬ 
ance with the degree of responsibility 
incurred. Linemen, for instance, are 
engaged in hazardous w r ork and the 
company does not object to their 
scale, which 4s $7 per day. 

Ground men, who are semi-skilled, 
originally asked on increase of $1 a 
day over the scale of $5.60, which is 
the amount maintained by the Con¬ 
ciliation Board, but the company 
thinks this should bo reduced to 
ebout $4.95; 

Meter-men now receive $160 a 
month and the company suggested 
$1)14. Operators, or men engaged in 
the power house watching the 
switches and so 091 now get $175 and 
$185, while the company thinks $150 
and $167 sufficient. 

in addition to the above rates the 
men get advantages in connection 
with light and gas service and free 
transportation. Certain married men 
' are also given houses rent 'free and 
the single men free room rent. 

It is contended that the rates quoted 
are higher than those paid for tho 
same class of work in the shipyards. 
The strike does not affect the B. C. 
Telephone Company’s workers. 

W. G. Murrin, assistant manager 
for the B. C. Electric Company, is 
quoted as saying that the offer of the 
company was generous and fair and 
the award of the conciliation board 
had not been fair to the company.

I also sin¬ 
cerely hope that the Dominion Prime 
Ministers will he present when the 
Parliament for Southern Ireland Is 
opened, to extend a welrome to an¬ 
other new sister nation."

It is considered probable 
that Judge Carroll will be appointed 
vice-president of the Quebec Liquor 
Commission. 


Ft. Augustine. Fla., Feb. 22.— 
President-Elect Harding completed 
his Cabinet to-day by virtual selec¬ 
tion of Edwin Denby, of Detroit, as 
Secretary of the Navy. The choice 
was the first big surprise among the 
Cabinet selections, Mr. Denby’s name 
never having appeared in newspaper 
speculation as to the navy post.

DO NOT NEED 

TO PLAT ORGANS 

Army ex-Officers In Britain 
Have Other Avenues 

London, Feb. 22 .—(Canadian Asao- 
elated Press)—For the last few 
months a common but unwelcome 
sight in the principal streets of tne 
shopping district of the West End of 
London has been a barrel organ P‘»y- 
ed by a man in officers’ uniform. The 
wearer of the uniform, of course, ha* 
divested'it of all regimental badges. 
Not infrequently he wears a mask. 
The spectacle of men who have been 
deemed worthy of holding the King s 
Commission being reduced to turning 
an organ In the streets has naturally 
excited the benevolent instincts of 
passers-by. 

Major-General Sir Frederick Maur¬ 
ice. however, has Just spoken a warn¬ 
ing to the public on the matter. He 
was speaking at the Stationers’ Hall, 
and mentioned that of 300.000 demob¬ 
ilized in 1919. all but 11.000 were em¬ 
ployed by July, 1920. Owing to the 
recent slump, the figure was now 
13,000. 

His association had got Into touch 
with men playing barrel organs, said 
Sir Frederick, and found out who 
were genuine, but the majority of 
those men were certainly not deserv¬ 
ing of public support.

They took a taxi each 
day to get their organ, and, before 
starting out. visited a public house, 
and were observed to have ten 
whiskies and sodas.

ing the matter. "In every case we 
have looked into it was found that 
thp man had already been helped by 
the Officers’ Association and had 
never been refused further help. 

"We investigated all the cases in 
which we could get the names. One 
man told me that be had been already 
helped by the Association, and did 
not like to come ngain. He also said 
he was trying to save up enough 
money to take his wife to California. 
Of course I could have got him a free 
passage, and he promised to come to 
us again the next morning, but he 
never came. 

"It is true that in each case the 
man had been a bona-fide officer, but 
they were making a good thing out of 
it and did not want to give it up.”

The Flavor Lasts 
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WELCOME NEWS. 

Vancouver Islanders will wel¬ 
come the information given to 
the Legislature yesterday after¬ 
noon to the effect that the 
anomalous condition by which 
the mineral development of the 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo Rail¬ 
way belt has been bumpered for 
years is about to be removed by 
appropriate action on the part 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company through its subsidiary 
organization known as the Con¬ 
solidated Mining and Smelting 
Company. 

The subject of dual control 
has engaged the attention of the 
Legislature on more than one 
occasion since the present Gov- - 
ernment took office and Mr. 
Sloan has lost no opportunity to 
attract attention to the presence 
of these irritating handicaps and 
his helplessuess to do anything 
more than bring pressure to 
hear upon the one concern which 
holds the key to the situation. 
That he has prevailed upon the 
C. P. R. to the extent indicated 
by his announcement is a tribute 
to the Minister's own persist¬ 
ence in the matter and a proof 
of the willingness of the com¬ 
pany in question to recognize 
the force of his arguments. 

At the conclusion of a 
scientific reconnaissance of the 
mineralized zones, which com¬ 
prise an area of more than two 
million acres, it is expected 
that the company will enter into 
an agreement with the ultimate 
object of transferring its share 
of authorityto the jurisdiction of 
the Province. How long a period 
may elapse before this desir¬ 
able understanding is consum¬ 
mated remains to be seen. The 
fact that progress has been made 
thus far presages the advent of 
ail important era for this part of 
British Columbia. 


WILL HERTZOG GO? 

Some time before the elections 
in South Africa General llcrt 
zog signified his intention of go¬ 
ing to the Imperial Conference 
in June in the event of his return 
to Parliament with a sufficient 
majority to form a Government. 
He issued the assurance, how¬ 
ever, that his mission would he 
more in the nature of a watch¬ 
ing brief and his silence would 
be broken only by a refusal to 
permit South Africa to be tied 
more closely to the string of the 
Motherland’s apron. But if he 
should accept the invitation of 
the Prime Minister to accompany 
him he will have to take stock 
,of his position and issue a new 
manifesto in the light of his de¬ 
feat at the polls and the effect, 
if any, his misfortune has had 
upon his idea of Empire unity 
and the British connection in 
particular. It is just possible 
that he might agree to drop the 
republican idea and revert to 
that position in the national con¬ 
fidence which lie enjoyed before 
his quarrel with the late 
General Botha in 1913. But 
Hertzog is paradoxical still 
He really believes that Briton 
and Boer are ‘.‘as two sep¬ 
arate streams,” yet he con 
siders that his act of signing the 
Union Constitution—which he 
assisted in framing—to be a dis¬ 
tinct epoch in his life. If he 
■wishes to experience another 
epoch he will accompany the 
Prime Minister and accept con¬ 
version to the principle which 
succeeded in the recent elections. 


POLICY JUSTIFIED. 

Whatever may have been the 
initial difficulties with which 
the Provincial Land Settlement 
Board was confronted in its de¬ 
velopment of soldier settlements 
at Mcrville and Crcston it is ob¬ 
vious to anybody but the politi¬ 
cal critic that the Oliver Admin¬ 
istration has justified its initia¬ 
tive in providing farms for re¬ 
turned men on the community 
plan. The report tabled in the 
Legislature yesterday afternoon 
by the Hon. E. D. Barrow does 
not suggest that miracles have 


been performed in either of 
those areas which have been 
singled out by the Leader of the 
Opposition and his trained fol¬ 
lowers as objects for especial at¬ 
tack upon any and every oc¬ 
casion. But it does indicate suf¬ 
ficiently clearly for every fair 
minded citizen that the Board 
has made possible very profitable 
agricultural development in 
which the Province in general 
and the returned man in particu¬ 
lar have derived and will con¬ 
tinue to derive benefit. And 
not alone has the Government’s 
policy succeeded in demonstrat¬ 
ing the value of community en¬ 
terprise : it has provided an ex¬ 
ample of the manner in which 
the community spirit uiay be 
fostered and expanded for the 
benefit of those who desire to en¬ 
gage in agricultural pursuits, 
but who not infrequently are 
discouraged by the lack of those 
essential social amenities which 
contribute more than a little to 
the success of rural develop¬ 
ment. 


WORTHY OF SUPPORT. 


Any proposal in which 
Victoria might feel disposed 
to interest herself to con¬ 
vey a tangible reminder to pos¬ 
terity of the part her sons took 
in the great conflict would be 
incomplete if it failed to pay 
special tribute to the sacrifices 
made in the Empire's cause by 
the old and the newer boys of 
the High School. For that reason 
the interest of the general public 
will not be lacking in the con¬ 
sideration of the form that such 
a memorial shall take. And such 
material support as may be ne¬ 
cessary to give effect to the 
plans which at present are en¬ 
gaging the attention of those 
connected with the School of 
to-day will not he looked for in 
vain from those who remember 
the influences of their early 
training at the institution, and 
who either were .spared to return 
from the battlefield, or were un¬ 
able to take a fighting part. 


BURNING BRIDGES. 

* It' a Dublin dispatch which 
reached this country yesterday 
should he borne out by the facts 
the marauders in that unhappy 
laud stand convicted of prac¬ 
tices with which the advancing 
German armies shocked the 
civilized world in the early days 
of the war. 

It is declared that an 
armed attack was carried oat 
upon a police automobile behind 
a human screen composed of 
women and children, and that 
the use of retaliatory measures 
was denied the officers of the 
law because their revolver shots 
would have slaughtered the in¬ 
nocents which separated them 
from the assailants. If the Sinn 
Fein cause is about to be bol¬ 
stered by resort to this type of 
warfare it is difficult to under¬ 
stand how the Irish question can 
he settled without counter meas¬ 
ures of such a nature as were 
found necessary to teach Ger¬ 
many her lesson. 

At the same time it is reason¬ 
able to suppose that those Irish¬ 
men who are sincere in tlieir de¬ 
sire for the establishment of a 
republic must realize that a repe¬ 
tition of incidents such as that 
reported would remove the re¬ 
motest possibility of their suc¬ 
cess as well as completely alien¬ 
ate sympathy for their cause in 
many quarters to which Sinn 
Fein directs its appeal for 
support. Can it be the dying 
kick of a forlorn hope! 


REALLY ORIGINAL. 

There is a gentleman living 
somewhere in New York who 
has conceived the brilliant idea 
that Great Britain might be pre¬ 
pared to sell Canada to the 
United States and liquidate her 
indebtedness to that country by 
the process. 

In the brief dispatch which 
announces this startling method 
of financial adjustment the 
author does . not indicate 
whether there would still be a 
balance in favor of the Republic 
after the transfer of ‘‘the prop¬ 
erty” had taken place, or 
whether the transaction in itself 
might be deemed sufficient to 
square the account. But he does 
suggest that it would be a ‘‘fair 
deal” and “not unacceptable to 
Canadians” if the question were 
“diplomatically approached.” 

If the United States Govern¬ 
ment should ever find itself in 
the mood to encourage the sub¬ 
mission of novel suggestions for 
the settlement, of this and other 
equally knotty post-war business 
it might reward this outstaud- 
i ing example of originality by 


presenting its author with a free 
ticket to Canada. 

At least he would be pro¬ 
vided with an opportunity to 
study our national spirit and 
wealth of resources at close 
range, and reflect upon that 
principle of self-determination 
which appeals to some of his 
compatriots upon those special 
occasions when the interests of 
Uncle Sam are not involved to 
his detriment.

Discussing the Prime Minis¬ 
ter's success in winning the par¬ 
liamentary approval of his Gov¬ 
ernment's policy the Northcliffe 
press seeks refuge iu charging 
him with the abandonment of 
his pre-election pledges and a 
lack of firmness in enforcing the 
decisions of the recent Paris 
Conference of the Supreme 
Council. Any port in a storm 
apparently is the Northcliffe 
slogan.

ITALY’S ELECTRIFIED RAILWAYS 

(Industrial Publicity) 

The Industrial disturbances In Italy 
apparently have not halted the gov¬ 
ernments plans to electrify the rail¬ 
ways of the country. Surveys for all 
the lines have been completed and. 
provision made to construct electric 
locomotives to keep pace with the 
completion of the lines. For the most 
part the current required for the ex¬ 
tension of electric traction will be 
provided by the power plants already 
in existence. The government will 
build a few large hydro-electric sta¬ 
tions in certain mountainous locali¬ 
ties in order to fill the gaps in the 
existing systems and to provide a 
suitable reserve.

Mr. Drury classifies things much 
more accurately than Mr. Meighen;

SAYS W HEAT BOARD 
WAS A SUCCESS 

Report of Chairman Tabled in 
Ottawa Commons 

Ottawa, Feb. 22.—(Canadian Press) 
—Fifty per cent, of the exportable 
surplus of the Canadian wheat crop 
was exported before December 31, 
1919, the year in which the market¬ 
ing of all Canadian wheat was 
placed in the hands of the Canadian i 
Wheat Board, according to the report 
of the chairman of that Board. James 
Stewart, tabled in the House yester¬ 
day afternoon by lit. Hon. Sir George 
Foster, Minister of Trade and Com¬ 
merce. 

In his report Mr. Stewart states 
that the average price realized by 
farmers at the shipping points in 
Canada was $£.50 a bushel, as against 
25 cents a bushel less received by 
farmers in the United States, accord¬ 
ing to figures of the United States 
Bureau of Statistics. 

The price of bread in Canada dur¬ 
ing the period when flour prices were 
controlled by the Wheat Board was 
1H cent a pound less than the aver¬ 
age price paid by the consumer in 
the United States.

IN SAN FRANCISCO 


San Francisco, Feb. 22.—LI Leong. 
'an aged Chinese fisherman, was shot 
and killed to-day in what the police 
say is the first definite outbreak here 
of the state-wide war between the 
Bing Kong and Hop Sing Tongs.

To¬ 
day they are operating in six lar&e 
jcitles of China with thirty mission¬ 
aries. thirty-one native teachers and 
fourteen graduate nurses and last 
year treated nearly 6.500 cases in the 
hospitals. 

"With the work among the Oriental, 
population among us, the European 
foreigner in ,our eastern cities, thej 
3000 Indian children entrusted to thei^ 
care and other such calls for help,! 
a great crisis has been reached In the 
society by reuson of their very suc¬ 
cess. But," concluded the pastor," of 
that very crisis Methodist womanhood 
can make a glorious opportunity."

Though she was the invan- 
tion of Hoiardo and Ariosto, the roman¬ 
tic flavor which the story gave her 
name brought Angelica to Instant favor. 
England liked the name and adopted it. 
In France it became Angelique, and 
Italy produced the other forma of Anglo- 
letta and Ansloleta, though Angelica 
continued the reigning favorite.

It guards the purity and sweetness of 
her, brings her friends ajid much charm. 
Sunday is her lucky day and 2 her lucky 
number. The wild rose is her flower.

FOR CONVENTIONS 

The Development Association 
Seeks Use of Old Building 
on Menzies-Street 


Application is being made to the 
Federal Government by the Victoria

is saved? 

A firm in Preston. England, which 
has been experimenting in allowing 
employees to smoke while at work, 
found the results so noticeable in 
making for increased output, that the 
scheme has developed, and the work¬ 
ers are allowed to smoke for an hour 
and a half morning and afternoon. 
This concession has resulted in a big¬ 
ger factory production and greater 
contentment among the workers. 
Other factories are adopting similar 
rules.

In reference to the teachers strike 
at New Westminster Just settled 
Harry Charlesworth, secretary of the 
B. C. Teachers’ Federation, and presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Teachers’ Fed¬ 
eration. who was called to New 
Westminster when the trouble arose, 
and returned Sunday, when com¬ 
menting on the situation expressed 
his satisfaction at the outcome as far 
as the teachers were concerned. He 
regretted, however, that such drastic 
^/ action was necessary in order that the 
teachers might obtain the recognition 
which was plainly such a reasonable 
demand. In his opinion. It was con¬ 
fidently expected . he said, that when 
the teachers of this Province were 
granted an Arbitration Board by an 
amendment to the School Law two 
years ago, that would put an end 
to the necessity of ever having schools 
closed owing to disagreement between 
teachers and school boards. 

Prefer Arbitration 

— The teachers disliked in the present 
case to have to take such drastic 
measures, he asserted, but no alterna¬ 
tive was left to them, and the teachera 
of British Columbia generally will 
hope that school boards and teachers 
will, in all future disputes, be able 
to settle their differences without 
resort to anything other than ne¬ 
gotiation he declared. 

In Mr. Charleiworth’e opinion there j 
is afgeneral feeling among teachers 
that arbitration should be made com¬ 
pulsory In eases of acute disagreement 
rather than leave the schools to be 
closed as the only means of bringing 
about a settlement, and probably 
some action will lie taken by the 
Teachers’ Federation to suggest that 
■■I a Board of Reference composed of 
■■■ a representative of the Trustees’ As¬ 
sociation and one from tlio Teachers’ 
Federation, with a neutral chairman, 
shall be provided for and given power 
to act In cases where a crisis seems 
imminent. 

Dominion Wide Interest 

The teachers’ "strike’’ aroused great 
interest amongst teachers all over the 
Dominion and many telegrams from 
■■ various Canudian cities were received 
by the New Westminster teachers 
promising them support in their ef¬ 
forts to establish definitely the prin¬ 
ciples of recognition of an Association, 
arbitration and collective bargaining.

VICTORIA PRESBYTERY 


C. E. Miller, Pioneer Dis¬ 
coverer of Fuel, Here After 
Twenty Years 

C. K. Miller, a pioneer of the Klon¬ 
dike rush, having "mushed” over the 
trail and negotiated the Dyea Pass 
in 1897, is paying a visit to Victoria. 
It is twenty years since Mr. Miller has 
visited the "outside” and he is re¬ 
newing old acquaintenances on the 
coast. He will lea\(e on the next boat 
from Vancouver fdr Skugway. 

Mr. Miller is the Coal King of the 
Klondike, having discovered the only 
coal inin^s that proved successful in 
operation. H$ was the only man out 
of ten that made a successs of the 
enterprise and he is now about to 
open up a new mine at Tantalus 
Butte In which the machinery in the 
mine formerly operated two and a 
half miles down stream from the 
new bore will be used. 

Having had many years’ experience 
In the Pennsylvania coal fields Mr. 
Miller was quick to notice the evi¬ 
dences of coal deposits in the Yukon. 
It was while he was voyaging down 
the Yukon River on his first trip to 
Iiawson that he noticed the showings 
at Five Finger Rapids and Tantalus. 
At the former place the coal turned 
out to be too light but the latter 
mine was developed on a large scale 
and for ten years was in operation 
supplying Dawson with fuel as well 
as the fleet of boats operated by the 
White Pass and Yukon Railway Com¬ 
pany. 

Tantalus Mine is now being aban¬ 
doned on account of the expensive 
mining and the machinery will be 
moved to the new tunnel. Coal will 
be misfed, says Mr. Miller, in ample 
time for the supplying of fuel for 
river navigation. The coal in the 
former Tantalus mine shows sixteen 
per cent ash says Mr. Miller, while 
that in the new seam runs 2.69 ash 
and can be handled by gravity right 
to the river landing stage. 

The tunnel into the Butte is about 
300 feet above the waters of the Yu¬ 
kon River and the coal runs on an 
angle so that is will gravitate to the 
barges at the landing.

SAYS DECENCY 
IMPOSSIBLE ON 
CITY’S WAGES 

But Council Refuses to Re- 
. store $4.40 Scale 

It is im]>osMible for white men and 
their families to live decently on the 
wages the city Is paying for unem¬ 
ployment relief work. Alderman E. S. 
Woodward told the City Council last 
night. When it has only $3.50 a day 
on which to exist a family cannot be 
respectable, he declared. Something 
—either honor or respectability—must 
go. he asserted. The Council, how¬ 
ever, did not seo ’the matter in the 
same light and rejected Alderman 
Woodward's motion that the wages 
I he brought Itack to the old standard 
of $4.40 a day. 

The Council received a letter from 
the Trades and I#abor Council, signed 
by Alderman Woodward as secretary 
of that body, and asking for the res¬ 
toration of the old wage scale 
Wages Inadequate. 

"Wages of $3.50 a day are not suf¬ 
ficient to keep a man and his family 
decently," asserted Alderman Wood¬ 
ward. "Something must go—honor 
or respectability of some kind. We 
should not ask white ipen t<> live on 
Chinamen's wages, and should not 
lower the British standard of living.” 

"I'm satisfied from what I’ve seen 
of the relief work that it is costing us 
more at $3.50 a day than it would if 
it were done by our own men at 
$4.40,” the Mayor stated. "We’re do¬ 
ing just about the best we can!” 

"We can't alter our decision to 
lower the wages"’ protested Aider- 
man Sangster. "It's ridiculous!” 

"As far as votes are concerned It 
would be fine to keep the wages up. 
but it's more or less of a bluff be¬ 
cause the money would run out 
quickly if we did.” remarked Alder¬ 
man Todd. 

When a vote was taken on the 
Woodward motion >nly Aldermen 
Woodward and Dewar were heard to 
vote for the $4.40 wage.

Dr. Hindley Asks Locaj Mer¬ 
chants to Cut Cost of 
Unscientific Operation 

At a meeting held under the aus¬ 
pices of, the Retail Merchants’ Asso¬ 
ciation of Canada, provincial branch, 

In the Dominiou Hotel last night some 
thirty of the local retail merchants 
listened with attention to one of the 
most able and forceful addresses that 
has been delivered before any trade 
body inahls city for a long time, in 
which Dr. W. J. Hindley outlined the 
case for the Retail Merchant and his 
status in the cosmic scheme of civ¬ 
ilization as applied to communal life. 

W. W, Bullard was in the chair. 

A Powerful Body. 

During the course of his address 
Dr. Hindley outlined the organization 
as now in being in the State of Wash¬ 
ington where the State Retailers’ As¬ 
sociation, he stated, now have 14,221 
branches with 250,000 on the payroll 
of the firms involved. The associa¬ 
tion had a budget this year of $55,000 
with which to carry on work. The 
organization comprised firms that 
oi>erated In the cities with some 2,000 
employees in each, to the little coun¬ 
try stores run by a man and his wife. 

Prior to April of last year, stated 
the speaker, the State Retailers’ As¬ 
sociation had not been in being, but 
the retailers ha<J functioned solely 
through their several trade organiza¬ 
tions separately. This had been 
found Ineffective in the light of ex- 
perlnce, as the legislative assembles 
at Olympia had not taken very much 
heed of the small numbers represent¬ 
ed in the unorganized body. The need 
for organization tho speaker outlined 
iiy a brief review of the price situa¬ 
tion in the last few years, and the 
tendency to-duy towards the aliena¬ 
tion of the public from the retail 
merchant. 

The retailer, he said, felt the first 
signs of this alienation of sympathy 
on the part of the buying public. 

Dr. Hindley asked the retailers 
present to consider themselves in the 
light of operating links in the great 
chain of distribution. This chain 
stretched from the farmer, laborer, j 
professional man—all classes of the 
communities in an unbroken length, 
and anything that affected one link 
would react, on the Whole. 

Prices had risen during the war, 
the people enduring the extra burden 
for the sake of patriotism, and re¬ 
garded the rise as inevitable. What 
they did not understand was the fact 
that the gold reserve of the countries 
had been stretched to three times 
their realizable limits by paper issues, 
and expansions of credit. 

They did not realize that this paper 
money would have to be redeemed, 
and that the contraction of credits 
was due to occur. They had. In effect 
three times as much money to buy 
with, while all of Europe was clam¬ 
oring for the products from these two 
countries, which he urged on his 
hearers was the same quantity that 
It had produced in pre-war days or 
even less. No wonder prices rocket- 
ted, and this had led to the alienation 
of the public sympathy from the 
merchants. 

Press Blamed. 

lie blamed the newspapers, certain 
newspapers for this, as they catered 
to popular demand, and featured In 
headlines ull articles on profiteers, 
prices and the like. But he blamed 
the merchants themselves the more, 
as the merchants knew what was in¬ 
evitable in the price situation, and it 
was their duty to get in touch with 
the editors of these papers and tell 
them the facts. The alienation of the 
public had occurred partly from mis¬ 
information, half information In cer¬ 
tain classes of newspapers, but at¬ 
tribute^ to a very very large degree 
to the carelessness of the merchant 
who should have had his own in¬ 
terest at heart, and In informing tjfe 
public would have in effect saved 
them from themselves. 

Effect on Classes. 

What had happened? The farmers 
thought that they would take matters 
into their own hands und force prices 
down. Prices had come down, “but 
what had happened to the farmer? 
The nineteen -products of the land 
since July lost in the United States 
had dropped a clear fifteen billion on 
the markets of that country. The 
farmer had forgotten that he was 
part of the great chain of distribu¬ 
tion. 

The labor unions had said: "it is 
all right for the farmer to cut, and 
prices must come down, but we will 
not work for less." What happened 
to the laborer? People ceased buy¬ 
ing. they bought necessities on which 
the profit was so small that the mer¬ 
chant could not make a living on 
that, with the balance of profit on 
luxuries. 

Retailers, first in touch, with the 
public had ceased to cany stocks, 
wholesalers and jobbers had can¬ 
celled hundreds of thousands of or¬ 
ders. Factories and manufacturer* 
had shut down, worked part times, 
and in the Ioibor Gazette for January 
last 15,000,000 laborers had been 
added to the rolls of the unemployed 
through this cause alone, as com¬ 
pared with the January- of the year 
preceding. The labor unions had for¬ 
gotten that they were part of the 
great chain of distribution. 

This was a chain in which all were 
bound up, one link could not be 
broken without the collapse of the 
whole fabric of civilization itself. 

Three Ideas. 

Now in the United States Congress 
had five bills before it. with three 
main ideas represented, and applied 
for from five several sources. The 
first idea asked for in regulatory 
measures was that the original cost 
price of all articles should be legibly 
stamped on eaclr at the source of 
production. The retail merchants of 
Montana had spent $210,000 in fight¬ 
ing this measure already, and it was 
now in the Supreme Court of the 
United States. It would come here, 
too, contended the speaker. 

"The Second Alternative. 

The second was that the Govern¬ 
ment should fix the maximum profit 
to be charged on every article sold. 
This too was in the U. 8. courts 
fighting for headway. This meant, 
stated the speaker, that the old bal¬ 
ance of profit would be disturbed. 
Necessities of life now sold for a very 
shallow margin of profit, while the 
merchant took his chance on making |

money from luxuries. A uniform rate 
of profit would level all articles. 

Necessities of life would rise in 
price, and luxuries would decrease. A 
measure, asked for by *people who did 
not understand, what would be the 
net effect. The poor man would pay 
more for food to live and exist on, 
while the rich man would pay less 
for his luxuries. The people did not 
want that, but that was one of the 
measures they were asking for. and 
one that eighX out of every ten people 
so misinformed would vote for a 
referendum. 

The third measure was to socialize 
the* distributing system, to handle 
merchandize by Government means, 
and, stated tho sneaker, eight out of 
ten men, being not in possession of all 
the facts, would vote for that too. 

The highest safeguard of the peo¬ 
ple was competitive service, and (his 
would destroy all competition. Dr. 
Hindley declared. 

May Use the Axe. 

"The public are getting ready to 
swing the axe, the legislative axe, and 
if you do not organize and place your 
retail business on scientific and just 
lines, they will use. the axe. The taxa¬ 
tion of the country was now as high 
as anyone could stand. Eighty-five 
per cent, came from'the cities, he 
stated. Of this sixty-five per cent 
came from the fire limits, and take 
the retail merchants from the fire 
limits, and what was left, asked the 
speaker. Taxation was now shifting 
from direct to Indirect methods. Sales, 
gross, luxury and other classes of 
taxes gave way to the Indirect 
method, all of which fell In bulk on 
the retail merchant; Indeed, was 
passed along to him by all others. 

Farmers had a plank in every po¬ 
litical platform, so had labor, but did 
his hearers ever hear of any plank in 
any platform for the retail merchant? 
They never did. he claimed. The retail 
j merchant was never known to func¬ 
tion unless stepmothered by the 


Chamber of Commerce, and this not 
for the good exclusively of the mer¬ 
chant. meaning, he stated, that the 
Chamber of Commerce could not Ipso 
facto deal with purely distribution 
questions as such. 

It was time for the retail merchant 
to organize, to perform the great op- 
peratlon of redud^ng the cost of ser¬ 
vice to the public, the highest service 
in the world to-day, he contended, and 
more highly developed in America and 
Canada than anywhere else in th* 
world, to cut the coat-of unscientific 
operation, and save the public from 
swinging the misinformed axe. by 
completing a scientific and painless 
operation themselves, in a word, they 
must organise. 

Doctors, lawyers, trade unions, 
farmers all had control of their 
several businesses with consent of 
the Government, yet any man with 
$200 could go and set up as a mer¬ 
chant The coat of unscientific 
operation was killing the public, and 
would not be born much longer, it was 
up to the retail merchant, who was 
first in touch with the people to get 
busy and cut this cost of unskilled 
and unscientific operation, and get 
a grip on their own business, under 
Government consent 

A very hearty ovation was accorded 
to Dr. Hindley on the conclusion of 
his address. 

Should Join Association. 

Mr. Hougham, provincial secretary 
of the Retail Merchants of Canada, in 
speaking to a motion proposed' by 
Mr. Ballard that the local merchants 
should join the R. M. A. of Canada in 
a body, stated that the B. C. or¬ 
ganization, now Included twenty-one 
branches, with but 1.660 members, 
which he classed as pitifully Inade¬ 
quate. The motion passed, with the 
following named as provincial execu¬ 
tive of the local branch of the applied 
for membership In the R. M. A. of 
Canada: Messrs. W, W. Ballard, 
Taylor. Wm. Maynard, Joseph E. 
Wilson, R. Jameson and H. 8. 
Stevenson (secretary). 


THINK S.P.C.A. NOT 
WORTHY, SO REJECT 
REQUEST FOR “TAG” 

Prevention of cruelty to animals Is 
not sufficiently worthy to deserve a 
tag day, the City Council decided last 
night Some aldermen thought that 
the S. P. C. A. should be allowed to 
hold a tag, others, headed by Aider- 
man Sangster, attempted once mare 
to have the whole tag day scheme re¬ 
jected, and in the end the society's 
request was turned down.
